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Plans for a

On the rolling lawn of the 
Hickory Hill estate yesterday. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy an- 
nounced the plans for an am- 
bitious living memorial to his 
dead brother, Robert. 

Its aim Is to enlist the ener- 
gies and talents of Americans 
of every description^-bored 
suburbanites, young followers 
of George Wallace, angry 
blacks in the ghetto, alienated 
college students — in a great 
effort to enrich the quality of 
American life and to end, in 
Robert Kennedy's formulation, 
the divisions in the United 
States between rich and poor, 
young and old, black and 
white. 

“All these people — the W al- 
ia ceites, the black militants, 
the students— want a bigger 
piece of the action,” said Fred- 
erick Dutton, the Washington 
lawyer who will run the Ken- 
nedy memorial staff. “They 
want to be involved in the de- 
cisions that affect their lives.''

The memorial project, said 
Sen, Kennedy, will be the “cat- 
alysis to get them involved. 

Over the next few months 
he and his board of directors, 
headed by World Bank Presi- 
dent Robert McNamara, will 
attempt to raise $10 million to 
finance the undertaking. 

They have several hypothet- 
ical projects in mind, accord- 
ing to Dutton. It would be pos- 
s;bk\ for example, to lake 100 
potential leaders from among 
the young in the ghettos of 
the country and put them to 
work with Charles Evers, the 
Mississippi Negro leader, on 
problems of common concern. 
Out of that experience, said 
Dutton, might come a new 
cadre of leaders in the Evers 
tradition. 

The same thing could be 
done, be said, with Mexican- 
American young people work- 
ing with Cesar Chavez, and 
with young American Indians 
working with people they ad- 
mire. 

Another possible project 
would be to enlist bored or al- 
ienated college students in a 
broad effort to improve life in 
the slums. 

At present, said Dutton, 
from 40,00b to 50.000 students 
work part-time in ghettos as 
tutors and as community ac- 
tion aides. It ought to be possi- 
ble, he said, to increase this 
volunteer corps to 500,000 by 
enlisting high school as well 
as college students, 

Dutton said proposals such 
as these are in no sense firm 
at this time. But there were 
two points on which he was 
emphatic. No overt political 
action projects will be under- 
taken, he said, and there will 
be no effort by the Kennedy ■
